FATHER BURKE'S TALK 


He Eloquently Speaks of His 


Recent Pilgrimage Through 


Europe. 


WILL GIVE THE POPE'S. BIJEW 


He Had Audience With the Pope and As 


sisted at His Mass. Visited Lourdes 


and Prayed In the Holy House 


of Loretto. 


Yesterday morning at the 10.3C o'clock 


mass Rev. Father Burke gave a, touching 
and interesting account of his late pit 
grimage to Europe. He described vividly 
the scenes through which he passed am 
related in an entertaining manner the 
principal events of his trip. He describee 
his meeting with Pope Leo XIII; his pil 
grimage to Lourdes and his visit to the 
shrine of the Sacred Heart, Paray Le 
Moniah. The following are in part his 
words: 
.It is unnecessary to tell .you my dear 
brethren, that I am glad to be with you 
again. I can assure you that pleasure auc 
happiness fills my heart and that there is 
no place on earth like "Home, Sweet 
Home." On the 10th of July I set sail in 
the good ship Westerland and after a 
pleasant voyage of ten days I landed al 
Antwerp. I was, on my journey, a mem- 
ber of the American Catholic National 
pilgrimage, whose object was to visit 
those shrines made memorable by the 
association of the saints and our Lore 
himself. The party all told numberec 
about eighty persons. We were privileged

to enjoy many sights and obtain many 
blessings and graces which are impossible 
for the ordinary traveler to obtain. I wist 
to relate to yon my experiences at these 
places. 


The first was the happiness and pleas- 


ure of kneeling at the feet of Leo XIII, 
and receiving his blessing, and not only 
partaking in this great privilege, but also 
in assisting at his mass. I never can nor 
will forget my feelings, when that enrtain 
parted and that figure in white stepped 
into the sanctuary. It seemed to me as 
though a vision had decended 
from 


heaven and stood before us. Certainly he 
had all the appearances and character- 
istics of a saint. While all the changes of 
government in Europe have been taking 
place—some being destroyed and others 
erected on their ruins—the Office of the 
representative of God on eartn has never 
fallen. 
As the illustrious pontiff ad- 


dressed the assemblage tears filled every 
eye. 
My heart was touched and filled 


with that filial love, which a Catholic 
priest only can feel for a superior. As he 
piously and devoutly went through the 
ceremony of ths mass he looked to me 
like a vision from heaven. His appear- 
ance at the mass made a profound im- 
pression on me, which is the most pleas- 
ing one of my life. After mass be knelt 
before the altar with his head bent over 
on his hands for a halt hour giving thanks 
to God. After this the pilgrims were 
brought to the roil of the sanctuary, 
where the pope was seated between two 
attendants, and the ceremony of receiving 
the pilgrims began. This was the greatest 
privilege accorded them, as few can now 
obtain an interview with his Holiness; 
since he seldom comes to the Vatican 
chapel. We all received his blessing. 
He took each one by the hand and 
blessed him. He sent a special messenger 
to say, that he gave power to all the 
priests on the pilgrimage to confer the 
papal benediction on their people. This 
kindness of Leo's shows his interest and 
thougbtfullness, and as soon as arrange- 
ments can be made with the bishop, I will 
give you the papal blessing and all the 
graces attached to it. 


Another spot of interest was the holy 


house of Loretto, which tradition says, 
was carried by angels from the land of tie 
infidel and placed at Loretto, where it has 
remained for hundreds of years. In this 
iiouse Jesus was accustomed to obey 
Mary; Joseph often thought of how he 
was to provide for them; here Mary pass- 
ed the happiest days of her life. Cer- 
tainly no catholic could stand in this 
house without being moved, yet I can 
remember of no house in this parish as 
humble as that one. Here the holy family 
dwelt contented and happy. As I knelt 
n this house my heart melted in prayer 
'or my people. I prayed God to send all 
his graces and blessings down upon you. 


Next I paid a visit to Lourdes. The 


statue there is the same as the one out in 
.he grotto. I was deeply impressed with 
>he piety, zeal and religion of the people 
here. I went there August 15, when the 
great national pilgrimage of France was 
present. The place was filled to overflow- 
ng; some were compelled to camp out in 
ihe fields and on the mountains. One 
night a grand torchlight procession took 
>lace. All catholics, all pilgrims, the 
Americans included in the number, joined 
n the celebration; each one carrying a 
ighted candle. Thousands of people took 
>art, and it was conducted in an orderly 
manner. To obtain a better view I left 
he procession and stood upon a high bal- 
cony. There, stretched -out before me, 
was a sea of flame. Surely the faith is 
wonderful in France and not dead yet! It 
mpells thousands to assemble around the j 
urine of the Blessed Virgin! I saw, at 
; 


he grotto, night and day, a great crowd | 
of pec.ile, who, with outstretched- arms 


and fervent prayers, were storming 
Heaven. Attendants told me that they 
came from the first families in France. 


While standing near the shrine one day 


I saw what appeared to be a miracle. A 
young man, eighteen years of age, who 
had suffered from lameness for many 
years and was unable to walk, was carried 
down to the shrine and bathed in the 
water. At the very moment he touched 
the water be shouted, "I am cured!" 
I saw him myselt returning back before 
his attendants. 
He was examined by 


three infidel and two Christian, doctors 
and his own pastor, but I do not know 
their verdict. I was overcome when I 
thought how near I was to the workings 
of the Almighty God, who selected the 
poorest village in France for the mani- 
festations of his power. Here the inhabi- 
tants drive their goats through the streets 
and if one wants a glass of milk they stop 
the flock and milk one of the animals. 
This is indeed life in its primitive state 
and is a fac-simile of the times and cus- 
toms observed in the life of our Lord on 
earth. 


I next went to the shrine of the Sacred 


Heart at Paray Le Moniah. This was the 
object of the pilgrimage, to visit this 
shrine. On one side of the sanctuary are 
iron bars, which are left open in order 
that the sisters may hear mass. 
The 


legend is, that Our Lord himself once 
appeared on that altar and tore open His 
breast and laid his sacred heart to the 
blessed Margaret Mary, who was a devout 
nun at the convent there. I saw great 
faith and devotion manifested at each 
shrine, by the people, on my travels and 
you can rest assured that I did not forget 
you, 
as I am certain that you ever re- 


membered me in your prayers. Let us all 
remember each other and return thanks 
to God whenever we reflect and think of 
how many blessings and graces he has 
showered down upon us.

Harvard colleges and was five years in- 
structor and tutor in Oberlin while carry- 
ing on his studies. He was pastor of Mad- 
ison Avenue Congregational church oi 
Cleveland and was obliged on account oi 
poor health brought on by overwork to 
come to the eastern part of this state where 
he engaged in historical study. His health 
returning he acted as pastor of the Con- 
gregational church at Holbrook. He re-

signs as pastor of Olivet college and pro- 
fessor of logic in that institution to be- 
come pastor of the Congregational church 
of this town. 


Mr. Tenney has been very successful in 


his work with men and young people. In 
reaching these he has been very effectual. 
Wherever Mr. Tenny has been he hag be- 
come endeared to the people among whom 
he labored. He is a thorough student of 
history and takes a comprehensive view 
of passing events, deducing the import of 
their trend. Mr. Tenney comes to North 
Adams as some of his predecessors have 
come, young, comparatively unknown 
and undeveloped. But as was also in 
some of bis predecessors there is in him 
good foundations and high promise. 
These remarks are made, not because Mr. 
Tenney is not a young minister of fair 
record, reputation and ability, but because 
there is a natural tendency to compare 
the coming pastor with such men as Dr.

THE DEMOCRATS " 
WHY." 


In yesterday's 
Berkshire Democrat 


appeared an article under the heading 
"Why," explaining that that paper 
would not issue an, industrial edition a* 
conspicuously advertised in another col- 
umn of the same issue. A very ernbarass- 
ing position led the Democrat to an ex- 
planation. That explanation we take no 
exception to, so far as in bur knowledge 
the truthfulness of it Is concerned, but at 
the close in a spiteful slap at the TRAN- 
SCRIPT, which was both unjust and un- 
called for, as we hope to show. 


The Democrat insinuates that this 


paper as a "jealous business rival" !iad 
some part in its embarrassment. That 
insinuation is absolutely false. 
Briefly 


the facts are these: A Mr ilcPartland 
arrived in town last week with the object 
of getting out an industrial edition of one 
of the local papers, and decided it would 
be with the Democrat or TRANSCRIPT. 
Having before had satisfactory and hon- 
orable dealing with Mr McPartland, the 
publishers of the TRAKSCMPT after due j 
consideration made this gentleman a vsr- j 
bal proposition Saturday that was ac- 
cepted. In the meantime v, e had minded 
our own business and as the Democrat 
bad not seen fit to send us, "a jealous 
business rival," detailed reports of its bus- 
iness dealings with Mr. MoPartland, we 
knew nothing of the Democrat's plans or 
understanding with the gentleman. We 
knew only what Mr. McPartland had 
told us, that he preferred to deal with the 
TRANSCRIPT, but if he could not do so he 
should accept a, proposition from the 
Democrat people.

It is desirable it should be kept in this 
condition because of the benevolent aud 
needed work it accomplishes foi the good 
of tbe men, now approaching age, aud 
increasing feebleness because of their war 
service. Tbe main expense of the grand 
army post is for the relief of the ills and 
necessities of comrades and for their hon- 
orable burial. Very little goes to show, 
and no more than is proper to tbe social 
features of the organization which cheer 
with their fellowship the veterans' declin- 
ing years. 
Whatever, of comfort and 


of recognition these men can still receive 
m tbe country they 1 ought to save is 
surely their due and the public desire. 
The Woman's Relief corps and the Sons 
of Veterans will doubtless exert them- 
selves toward the providing of some ade- 
quate, and if possible, permanent quarters 
for tbe deliberations and festivities of C. 
D. Sanford post. This public, and possi- 
bly affluent individuals, have here an op- 
portunity for most vicll earned and 
merited liberality. 


The water supply question is troubling 


•nearly every considerable town in the 
county. Pittsfield, Adams and North 
Adams are not alone. The Great Bar- 
ringtou Gazette tells the plaint of its 
town as follows: "It is perfectly evident 
that something has got to be done in the 
direction of the watei supply for Great 
Barrington, and do neat once. The pres- 
ent week has seen the community dan- 
gerously near a water famine, and in 
some portions of the village water for do- 
mestic purposes has bad to be conveyed 
to residences by teams. If a fire had 
broken out in town a serious conflagra- 
tion would have been inevitable, and it is 
at just such times as tho present that such 
disasters occur. The duty is imperative 
upon the authorities to act, and act im- 
mediately. Whatever action is necessary 
upon the part of the town or fire district 
should becalled for without delay." 


One of the remarkable facts brought 


out fct the National G. A. R. encampment 


was that the membership of the veterans' 
Grand Army is increasing. The gain 
over last year in members of good stand- 
ing being 43,040, despite a death loss of 
7,368. The death rate, as would be ex- 
peotedisalso steadily •increasing; in 1S66 
it was but 0.93 per cent; in 1884-5 it was 
2.06 per cent. In 1893 the membership 
stood at 307,781, and despite the falling off 
by death and suspensions, there are in 
food standing today 357,639 members; 
and Of members remainiag suspended 
49,600.

total Abttainera In Demand For Places of 


Responsibility rad Truit. 


Recently a chairman of a hospital 


board refused to confirm the appoint- 
ment of a noted physician on tbe staff 
of the hospital beoanse it was found 
that be was a moderate and continuous 
drinker. He gave as a reason that his 
pecuniary interests bad always suffered 
when placed in the care of drinkers, and 
he could not consistently vote to give 
larger and more sacred responsibilities 
to the care of similar persons. 


This sentiment distinctly outlines the 


growing conviction in all business cir- 
cles) outside of moral considerations or 
theories. 


\Vitbin a few years a great change 


has taken place fn all tbe eastern cities 
concerning the competency of men who 
nse spirits. The manufacturer, the job- 
ber and tbe retailer, and even tbe distil- 
ler, brewer and retail liquor dealer, de- 
mand total abstainers to do their work. 
This ie seen in tbe Business Men'a Mod- 
eration society, where pledges are taken 
not to uee spirits or any strong drinks 
until after business hours. On tbe great 
ocean steamers total abstinence was the 
rule when at sea, bnt recently several 
large "companies bave enforced rigid 
laws, making it part of the officer's 
qualifications tbat he be a total ab- 
stainer. Should be be seen drinking any- 
where on duty or off duty be is to be 
discharged at once. Tbe mayor of an 
eastern city announced to the common 
council in bis first message that he 
would oppose every nomination of offi- 
cials 'Who were not total abstainers. He 
also said that for years be had refused 
to employ drinking men in his busi- 
ness, and the public was entitled to tbe 
same careful service. Tbese examples 
are increasing yearly in every part of 
tha country and .are above all sentiment 
and are simply the dictates of bitter ex- 
periences and facts'that bave only one 
meaning.—Lancet Clinic. 


TO CURE INEBRIETY. 


State laitttrtUoiu Being; E»tabll*lied For 


tbe Belief of Indigent Drunkards. 


In a large number of tbe legislatures 


of tbe country bills to the effect that in 
digent drunkards tnay be cured at the 
expense of tbe county or state bave been 
passed or are now under consideration. 
They do not propose that prisoners shall 
be forced to take the treatment, bnt 
they make it possible for all who desire 
to take tho Keeley treatment to do so. 
The point is that drunkenness is regard- 
ed as a dieease, and that its treatment 
can only be intrusted to a competent 
physician. la tbe Eeeley leagues the 
lapses are less than two in 100. The 
greatest difficulty is witb the old sol- 
diers, among whom the lapses are lOJ-i 
in 100. . 


Tbe last annual report of tbe national 


Soldiers' home at Leaven worth, Kan., 
shows tbat tbe Eeeley treatment saved 
tbe government $93,000 as tbe direct re 
suit of its use, and it is chiefly on ac- 
count of its success in curing prisoners 
of inebriety tbat it is being adopted by 
a great many state institutions. When 
adopted by them, tbe cost is merely a 
nornibal 'figure,' to cover the expense of 
remedies and the salary of physicians, 
and it is believed tbat its use in this 
way will be fraught witb tbe best re- 
sults. This is a movement toward the 
benefit of humanity which many have 
longed to see.—Boston Globe. 


A> photograph album will be required 


in the saloons of New Zealand if the 
proposed' local option bill is carried 
into effect. A clause of this bill provides 
tbat every one convicted of habitual 
drunkenness shall -be pbotograpbad at 
bis own expense, and every saloon keep- 
er in.the district where he lives must be 
supplier* with a nony-—Exchange.

Botu these girls fled 
precipitately and escaped, but Mary Seai1- 
ing's clothes took: fire, and before the men 
could rescue her she was fatally burned, 
The men incurred their Injuries la their 
efforts to save her. Misa Searing and 
Wedner were sent to Fordham hospital 
and Leonard was taken to his home, ill 
Westchester.

A 
SERMON 
FOR 
THE 
OCCASION. 


Many Interesting Facts About the Church 


and Parish. Statistics Showing a 


Gratifying Growth In «H the 


Branches or the Work. 


Sunday, September 15, was; the fifth 


anniversary of Rev. J. C. Tebbttte' recto- 
rate of St. John's church, and in'Wie morn- 
ing he preached an anniversary aeruion 
that wan full of interest to his people, and 
parts of which will be.fpund of general 
interest to tne people of the town'. . 


Mr. Tebbetts' text was the parable of 


the talents, and he showed how God 
measures a man not according to his 
ability or his posses»ions,,but according 
to the use or disposition he makes of his 
rossessiona. Then reverting to the com- 
noncustom of delivering an anniversary 
seruion and the reasons for it, Mr. Teh- 
belts turned the attention of his people to 
the parish register, which contained the 
most vital statistics for the year. The 
baptisms had been twenty-six and for the 
live years 192, or an average of nearly 
forty a year. The confirmations num- 
bered twenty-seven for the year and 127 
for the five years, or an average of about 
twenty-live. In speaking of confirmation 
Mr. Tebbetts said that after a ministry of 
twenty years he was convinced that 
children of Christian parents should be 
confirmed between the ages of twelve and 
fifteen years, when they give evidence of 
knowing good from evil, and of the spirit 
of obedience to God and to tbTose who 
have the rule over them. 
Tiere have been fourteen marriages the 


past year and thirty-five in the five years. 
In speaking of marriages Mr. Tebbetts 
said: I want to emphasise the wis- 
dom of

marriages 


in .the 
church, 
which

the 


only proper 
place 
for them, and 


to say that, if desiredi the dccasion can 
be made as private here before God's 
altar as in the family parlor. I would 
also suggest that tile parish house on such 
occasions might be conveniently used for 
the wedding reception. I wish to add.one 
more word.on this subject. It is a word 
of advice and warning to my young peo- 
ple. 
While I am aware that it is not 


always possible to control one's associa- 
tions and direct one's affection*, yet in 
choosing a partner for life many a rock 
is avoided if it be done within the same 
household of faith. But when this is not 
the case there should always be, before 
marriage, a distinct and definite under- 
standing between the contracting parties 
as to their' future religious affiliation. 
Furthermore, if any of you should marry 
a Roman Catholic I do not :.know why 
you should be the one to make all the con- 
cessions and sign a paper engaging to 
bring up.the issue of the marriage in. the 
Roman faith.

I cannot state the exact amount of 


money contributions for the five years. 
The total .reported for the past-year was 
$7790.82.- Within the five year*'property 
valued at more than $50,000 has been 
added to the - parish. 
There are debts, 


but. thus far they have not been found 
troublesome. On the first of August the 
debt on the parish house .was materially 
reduced by the further generosity of Mrs. 
Sibley and her family. I am also at liberty 
to lay that $5000 more has been assumed 
by our esteemed junior ' warden." The 
debt on the parish house is now f 4300, and 
and the interest money is therfore only 
f 215 per annum. The mortgage on the 
rectory remains unchanged and is an ex- 
pense to the parish of $100 a year. 


I now want to pay my respects to a 


noble band of men and women who, from 
tha wardens and vestrymen down to the 
smallest choir boy, have given me splendid 
support. And further let me say that in 
my judgment the predictions which we 
made in the increase of our work after the 
parish house should b« built have come 
true. The membership and the work oftlie 
Ladies Sewing society, the Girls' Friendly 
sniciety, and the St. Mary's guild have 
doubled since two years ago. OurSunday 
school was never so large as il was last 
winter, and we did not have the two 
brandies of the 
Hrotheriiood 
of St. 


Andrew until one year ago. 


Finally, let me tell you briefly and im- 


perfectly what 1 want to see. I want to 
see our parish house a school of instruc- 
tion/in matUjis that pertaiu to the church 
amf her history, to morality, to social 
problems and the science of living, to the 
work of Christ in other lands besides our 
ovifn. I want to see it become a hive of 
industry and to hear occasionally ihe 
sound of the packing of boxes for the poor 
missionary to the Indian or the colored 
raco. I w'ant.to see our young men and 
women centered there in tlie jmrisli 
house as in a familiar place. I wunt to see 
profitable and useful entertain'merits of a 
»o«ial and religious character going on 
.lh«n».- And then 1 want to sac especially 
• morur our church P60!"6! more esjiriJ tic 
corps, that is a feeling of interest in one 
another on the part of all, and of rani 
sofii! attachment to St. John's. I want 
yoii to feel that/ this is your cbUroh home, 
iuid that whenever there is any publii; 
galhtfriug in church or. parish house you 
Lave an interest in it and such an interest 
as shall bring you here. And <lo not let, 
it be a matter of indifl'erenci! with, you 
whether you are attracted to St. .John's 
or Home other place. In a word, if you 
Hi-e.H churchman in the true, historic and 
technical sense of that term, 1 want you 
to be true and loyal to the oburch and a 
lover of it, and riot a tramp ur a dissenter.

DISEASE IS SPREADING. 


Cholera Victims In Honolulu Have No Faith in 


Board ol Health. 


SAN FRAXCISCO, Sept. 15.—Private ad- 


vices from Honolulu state that cholera 
has secured a stronger hold on the capital 
than the authorities are willing to admit. 
The uatives are said to be much incensed 
at the Honolulu health officials, and do 
not willingly obey their orders. The na- 
tives not only conceal new cases from the 
authorities, but decline to use tlie treat- 
ment prescribed, ami hide the fatalities 
resultant from the epidemic. 


The natives will not trust themselves in 


the hands of the board oC health if they 
can avoid it, believing that, such treat- 
ment means certain death. Tho natives 
are much excited over the spread of the 
disease, which they ascribe to the unpopu- 
lar board of health. .It is predicted that 
unless the disi-use abates, or some change 
is made in. .its management, the uatives 
may revolt and resort to their favorite 
remedies for diseases—riots aud iucendmr- 
isju. 


There are physicians iu Honolulu who 


enjoy the confidence of the natives, but 
the doctors are not iu favor with the health 
board and can take no prominent part in 
the «uppresslou of thu epidemic. If put in 
control, these ineu might do more than 
the entire board of health, for they can 
convince the-natives that the sanitary reg- 
ulations are for their good aud not part of 
n white mull's plot to exterminate all Hit- 
waiinus.

Morrow was airested in Lynn, Mass., Sat- 
arO.ay, and Webster was in the bauds of 
the police before this lime. 


L'tst night Hamlin was caught, and ll 


now in custody. He refuses to talk. 


There is reason to believe that many- 


other stores beside Sfcillings & Hawkos" 
and Joyce Bros.' have suffered from the 
depredations of this gang with duplicate 
toys to stores. It is known that three or 
four other parties arc being watched and 
ftr* suspected of being parties to the rob- 
beries. Several thousand dollars' worth 
ef eoods have already been recovered, while 
much that has been taken Is beyond re- 
covery. 


Arthur Webster is a young man of «- 


tellent family, and Morrow Is » promi- 
nent livery stable keeper. 


How Robberies Were Begun, 


Webster's brother is a trusted employe 


»£ SkilUngs & Hawkes, the largest whole- 
sale grocery firm In the jity. Arthur 
Webster stole a key to the store from his 
Brother's pocket and had it duplicated. 
With tlxe aid of Morrow and Hamlin, 
thousands of dollars' worth of goods were 
taken from Skllhngs & Hawkes' store dur- 
ing the night, and this continued from 
April until Saturday. 


Arthur Webster himself was once in the 


employ of the Portland branch of Joyce 
Bros, of Boston, and with a duplicate 
key took hundreds of dollars' worth of 
jewelry, laces, rugs, etc., from this store 
at night. Many other flrms have suffered 
from this gang of robbers, the work hav- 
ing been going ou for nearly a year. These 
stolen good were secreted on the premises 
of Morrow and Webster, and many of them 
were disposed of through Hamlin, who Is 
a well-known tobacco drummer, 


Among others who bought these stolen 


goods was John Hernandez, a prominent 
tobacco merchant. On the exposure of 
the robbery, Hernandez, who has not been 
implicated in the robbery as yet, locked 
himself up in his store on Commercial" 
street and shot himself through the head. 
He died shortly afterward. Other sensa- 
tional arrests will probably be made. The 
matter has caused great excitement here. 


An Kalian's Ready Kniie. 


BRADFORD, Mass., Sept 18.—George B. 


Eastman of Haverhill was returning from 
a fishing trip yesterday afternoon, "eeoiu- 
panied oy Herbert Williams anil two 
young ladies. In some way they offended 
a number of Italians who are employed on 
the Bradford water works. Two Italians 
followed them and accused them of steal- 
ing a jug of eider. The men denied the 
charge. Alcanzo then drew a knife and 
plunged it three times into Eastman's 
back, inflicting dangerous and perhaps 
fatal wounds. Alcanzo recently served a 
term of 15 months in prison for a similar 
assault in Haverhill. He has not been 
captured.

VISIT TO LOURDES, 


Cliauncey Depw Describes the Scene8 


at the Famous Shrine. 


Pilgrims Preneied With Anx- 


iety and Hope. 


The Doctor Took Up • tittle Investigation on 


His Own Account 


YORK, Sept. 18.—Chaunoey M. De- 


pew, 
In fine fettle generally, (topped 


over the side of the American liner 
Paris at Quarantine just after mid- 
night ot (Saturday, shook hands with a 
(Bore of friends on the steamer Edgarton, 
who were waiting to welcome him, add 
said, In answer to the usual question: 
"Great! I never felt better In my life." 
Concerning hla trip abroad ha said: 


"Being near Lourdes when In the Pyre- 


nees I paid a visit to this world-famous 
shrine. At night the sights and scenes are 
wonderful. 
Thousands bearing torches 


and singing hymns are marching over the 
winding roads. Other thousands are on 
their knees in the space around the grotto 
praying, singing and imploring the Virgin 
for help. Hundreds upon hundreds of 
caudles nicker and flare in the grotto and 
fiend a weird light upon the white-robed 
statue of the Virgin which stands just 
above, In the afternoon a vast procession 
forms at the grotto and marches along the 
river turning Into the plaza. The sight of 
these helpless and, except by miracle, 
hopeless, men, women and children In 
every stage of distortion or living death Is 
affecting beyond words to express. 


"As the procession moved down the line 


of wagons, halting and repeating these 
supplications before each one, the excite- 
ment became painful in its intensity. The 
patients grew frenzied with anxiety and 
hope. The coolest and most indifferent 
man in the world could not have remained 
unmoved. I have seen and felt simitar 
waves of emotion at camp meetings and 
revivals, but they had not the added force 
of this writhing mass of praying, beseech- 
ing and despairing human sufferers. 


"As I was crossing the plaza after this 


scene, from one of the dispensing wagons 
1 heard my name called. It was occupied 
by a, lady, and was drawn by her son, a 
student at the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons In New York. She said that the 
doctors at home had said that science and 
skill could do nothing for her and she 
must make herself as comfortable as pos- 
sible until the end, which was only a few 
months off. So she had come to Lourdes 
with faith and hope. I asked the grounds 
of her hopes, and she said: 'Why, a mira- 
cle was performed this afternoon before 
our eyes. Did you not see it? That was 
the cause of the great excitement.' 


"This was her story. A young girl who 


stayed at the same hotel as she did had 
been unable to walk or put her foot to the 
ground for six years. She had suffered 
frightful pain, and screamed with agony 
when dipped in the icy water, She hod 
been bathed six successive days, and after 
the procession passed that afternoon, had 


Called Out That She Was Cured. 


"I said to the medical student: 'What 


do you know about, this?' He said that he 
had seen the knee bnndaged at 12 o'clock 
that day. It WAS swollen badly and he 
counted 28 running sores from which tha 
matter was exuding in a sickening way. 
I told him I must see that girl. The pil- 
grims were mobbing the verification room 
to which she hod been taken to see or 
touch her, and the attendants were doing 
their best to, keep them out and get them 
away. My medical guide, with true New 
York audacity called, out: 'The distin- 
guished doctqr, Chauncey Depew, wants to 
see the patient' 


"Instantly a way was cleared, and in a 


few minutes I was inside. The girl was not 
there, having~been carried home to escape 
the crowd. There was an English doctor, 
and I appealed to him. He said he had 
dressed the JpgoAt noon. It was swollen, 
suppurating and incurable; that he had 
cut the bandage oS half an hour before 
and the leg was healed, and the girl could 
walk. 


"I said I must see that girl. I finally 


found a young lady about 17 years old, 
with a sweet, innocent, happy face. She 
told her story substantially as I had heard 
it, and that she had been unable to walk a 
step in six years. I asked her if she could 
walk now, and she went several times 
around the room, limping some, but with 
no apparent pain. I then ventured to re- 
quest a sight of the knee. 
Her friends 


said; 'Certainly.' The knee seemed quito 
normal. The flesh and muscles were firm 
and natural. 
Black spots marked the 


places where the running sores hod been, 
but the sores were healed, and healthy 
skin and scales covered them. 


"I have little faith in modern miracles, 


but this case puzzled me. Of course its 
weak points, so far as I am concerned, is 
that I did, not sea her before the alleged 
cure. 
The testimony, however, of the 


New York .medical student, of his mother 
and of the EngHslr doctor was clear and 
positive. They.,raight have been deceived 
or tried to deceive me, though neither 
seems probable."

Wo had no platform and no affirma- 
tive principles. We simply assailed the 
ineompetency of the Liberal government.' 


"But whilethe Conservatives are safely 


in power for six years, the Liberal Union- 
ist is already making matters uncomfort- 
able for Ms Tory partner. A large pro- 
gram for local self-government throughout 
the United Kingdom, for a brood scheipe-" 
of state, socialism or paternalism and 
plans more or less vague for the benefit of 
what they call 'the laboring classes' are 
maturing in the restless brains of Mr. 
Chamberlain and his friends and disturb- 
ing the rest and comfort of the true Con- 
servative.
